Adam F. Brennan, director of bands is 
teaching part-time this year while he takes a 
long needed sabbatical. During his release time, 
he is composing several new pieces for winds 
and percussion and taking composition lessons 
with Dana Wilson at Ithaca College. Originally 
slated to be gone for the entire year full time, 
Dr Brennan voluntarily reduced his sabbatical to 
save the department some cost of replacement. 
So while he is writing, he is still actively teaching 
several graduate instrumental conducting 
majors and courses related to that program. 
Regarding his experience thus far Brennan 
states: “I really am enjoying the change of pace 
and the opportunity to focus on composing.

A new brass and 
percussion fanfare by Brennan titled Explosion 
was premiered by graduate conducting student 
Dustin Giffin on his culminating recital and 
assistant director of bands, Nate Rinnert has 
asked Brennan to score the piece for the 
brass band at MU as well. In addition, Brennan 
completed a new work for wind ensemble 
entitled Malachai (Celebration of a Special Life). 
Several other new works are in progress which 
Brennan hopes to complete by May 2011. 

Peggy Dettwiler, professor of Music 
and director of Choral Activities at Mansfield 
University, was honored with the 2010 Elaine 
Brown Award for Choral Excellence at the 
American Choral Directors Association of 
Pennsylvania annual summer conference in 
State College on Aug. 2.The award is presented 
“to an individual for outstanding lifelong work in 
the choral art.”

MUBB began in the fall of 2008 as an 
opportunity for brass and percussion students 
to expand their knowledge and performance 
skills through a unique performance medium. 
Established as a traditional 29-piece British 
brass band, students play on authentic brass 
band instruments: Eb & Bb cornets (10); 
flugelhorn (I); Eb tenor horns (3); baritones (2); 
euphoniums (2); trombones (3); Eb & Bb tubas 
(4); and percussion (4). Many of these unique 
instruments (Eb cornet, tenor horns, Eb tubas, 
baritones) were made available to the ensemble 
through the generosity of the MU Provost’s 
office and the MU band department. 

The 2010-1 I Mansfield University 
Concert Wind Ensemble (CWE) is directed by 
Dr Nathan Rinnert, Assistant Director of Bands, 
while Dr Adam Brennan enjoys a well-deserved 
academic sabbatical. The fall semester was 
highlighted by the annual FallTourand recording 
session. With a tour theme of American Music: 
American Composers, it seemed only fitting 
to start with a pair of Veterans Day concerts 
in Mansfield and Troy, Pennsylvania. Mansfield 
students were fortunate to get to rehearse 
and perform alongside Troy High School band 
students at the evening concert.The ensemble 
then traveled to Maine-Endwell High School 
(New York) and the Owego Free Academy 
(New York) for student assembly concerts on 
November 12 before heading home for an all¬ 
day recording session on November I 3.The fine 
band programs at Maine-Endwell and Owego 
are both directed by MU alums, Robin Linaberry 
and Dan Fabricius.The final home concert was 
presented in Steadman Theater on November 
14. The American concert theme included 
works by Brian Balmages, Joseph Willcox Jenkins, 
Julie Giroux, Morton Gould, Ralph Ford, Andrew 
Boysen, and John Philip Sousa. Graduate 
students Kara Edelheiser; Emilee Thayer; and 
Dustin Giffin also conducted pieces by Carmen 
Dragon, Peter Mennin, and Dr Adam Brennan.

Orchestra) on February 19 in Stead man Theater 
The final CWE spring concert will be held on 
April 17 in SteadmanTheaterThe ensemble will 
also serve as the Commencement Band at the 
graduation ceremony on May 7. 

MU Jazz Ensemble has an exciting spring 
semester planned. On February 5 we will be 
sharing our seventh annual concert with the local 
X-Ray Big Band. The concert will feature special 
guest artist, Wayne Bergeron. His appearance is 
made possible through the continuing generous 
support of Wellsboro Imaging, Inc., Enrico J. 
Doganiero, D.O.We owe Rick a great big “Thank 
You” for his contribution to jazz at Mansfield. If 
you happen to be unaware of it, Wayne is now 
“the guy” in LA - fantastic lead player; great 
soloist - he definitely has the whole package. It 
will be great to have him here! He will also be 
presenting a clinic at Ip.m. on Feb. 5. Concert 
and clinic are free and open to the public. It 
would be worth the trip! 

The MU Jazz Ensemble has also 
commissioned Kim Richmond to write a piece 
that will be premiered on our March 26th 
concert. Kim is an active and versatile musician 
based in the Los Angeles area. He is a well 
known saxophonist and arranger/composer He 
was a guest artist at the Jazz Festival a few years 
ago and I approached him at that time about the 
possibility of writing a chart for the band. It is 
finally happening. We have several of his pieces 
in MU Jazz Library and have performed them 
all over the years, several more than once. He 
writes great charts and we are looking forward 
to playing the tune he is writing for us. It will be 
fun, I am sure. 

Finally, April 19th marks the 29th Annual 
Jazz Festival with this guest artists Ernie Krivda 
and the Fat Tuesday Big Band headlining the 
evening concert. Krivda and the band hail from 
Cleveland and the audiences of Northeast 
Ohio consider the FTBB to be a treasure. Great 
musicianship, stylish distinction, and transcendent 
energy are a hard combination to beat. In a 
careerthat spans almost 50 years, Krivda enters 
the new decade with the respect of his peers 
and the accolades of critics who have called 
him one of the greatest jazz tenor saxophonists 
in the world. His very personal and distinctive 
improvisational style has been documented on 
30 recordings under his name and many others 
as a guest artist. Ernie has appeared at Mansfield 
twice in the past - with his quintet for the Jazz 
Festival several years ago and more recently as 
a soloist with the MU Jazz Ensemble. It will be 
great having him here with his big band. 


The MU Jazz Ensemble, underthe direction 
of Michael Galloway, and the Mansfieldians, 
under the direction of Sheryl Monkelien, 
traveled to the Rochester; NY area for their 
annual fall tour last October The ensembles 
performed at Greece Arcadia HS, Brockport 
HS, Spencerport HS, and Palmyra-Macedon 
HS. MU alum Jill Davis Long joined the band 
for a number at Pal-Mac HS where she teaches. 
During the visits both Galloway and Monkelien 
had the opportunity to work with the student 
ensembles at the high schools visited on tour 

While in Rochester the MU Jazz Ensemble 
and Mansfieldians had the chance to work with 
two members of the Eastman faculty. Clinicians 
Rich Thompson (drums) and Jeff Campbell 
(bass) worked with both the jazz ensemble and 
Mansfieldians. Thompson and Campbell have 
both graced the stage at MU as guest artists 
for the annual Jazz Festival. MU students found 
this to be a great educational opportunity and 
enjoyed the workshops with these wonderful 
jazz musicians. 

The last day of tour was spent in the 
recording studio, putting down tracks for the 
newest jazz CD Smack Dab in the Middle! The 
CD is set to be completed in spring 201 I and 
will include music from the ensembles from the 
past three years. Look for more information in 
the next CADENZA. 

On April 9 & 10 in Steadman Theatre, 
the Festival Chorus will perform Honegger’s 
King David, a dramatic choral work with wind 
instruments featuring all three members of 
our voice faculty, and will include a special 
appearance by our university president. 
Performers will be in costume and visual effects 
will help portray the story of one of the great 
Biblical kings. 

The Concert Choir received their 19th 
consecutive invitation to perform at the Music 
Educators National Conference Eastern 
Division Convention in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
April 2.
